REIMARKS/A RGUMEMTS 

Claims have been presented In a form which is believed to be more preferred by 
the Examiner and minor typographical emors have been corrected. A terminal 
disclaimer Is hereby submitted herewith. Accordingly, it Is respectfully requested that 
the Examiner withdraw the rejections under 35 U.S.C §101, 35 U.S.C §112. and Double 
Patenting. 

In addition. Independent claims have been amended to additionally recite the 
feature recited in claim 4. Claims have also been amended to further clarify that the 
reduced set of virtual machine instruchons consists of a number of virtual machine 
instructions which is less than the number executable virtual machine instmctions In a 
defined virtual machine instmctlon set (e.g.. a conventional virtual machine instruction 
set). 

The Examiner's rejection under 25 U.S.C § 102 over 'Java Bytcode Compression 
for low-end embedded systems" ('ClausenT) Is fully traversed below. 

It is noted that Clausen describes an algorithm for transfomiing a Java Bytecode 
program into an equivalent program faclorized with respect to set patterns (Cfausen, 
page 476). It Is also noted that Fig. 4 of Clausen shows a factorized bytecode program 
along with a corresponding table of macros. However, it is respectfully submitted that 
Clausen does NOT teach or suggest selecting a first-reduced instruction from a reduced 
set of virtual machine Instrutyfj^nff (claim 1). As noted above. Clausen teaches that a 
sequence of Instructions can be replaced by a Macro instmclion. However, it is 
respectfully submitted that Clausen does not teach or even remotely suggest a reduced 
set of virtual machine in stmctions that provides substantiallv all of the functlonalrtv 
provided by defined virtual machin e instmction set (e.g., a conventional virtual machine 
Instnjction set). Please note, for example, Appendix A of the present application which 
illustrates a mapping of a set of conventional Java Bytecode instructions to one or more 
instructions in a reduced set of virtual machine instructions provided In accordance with 
one embodiment of the Invention. 

Further, contrary to the Examiner's assertion, it is respectfully submitted that 
Implementing an extensible JVM described in Clausen (section 5.1) does NOT teach 
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.ntemally representing instmcttons as a pairof str^.n,. m a virtual machine (daim l) 
Moreover, ft Is respectfully submitted that Clausen does NOT teach or even remotely 
suggest Intemally representing instiuctions selected fomi a reduced set of virtual 
machine instructions as a oatr of .stnaamQ 

Furthermore, contrary to the Examiner's assertion, it is respectfully submitted that 
Clausen does NOT teach determining whether a sequences of instructions selected 
from a redq^tf-set of Instructions (i.e.. a second sequence of bytcodes) include? ^ 
Getfield instmction imm«=y<j^telv foltewp/^ hvan Astnm inftfn.^r.„
